FBI: ‘At least one 

Florida county’ was

The FBI believes “at least 
one Florida county” was infil- 
trated in 2016 with malicious 
software sent out by Russian 
intelligence agents, according 
to the Mueller report released 
Thursday.

Policy looks to bring

When new downtown Or- 
lando ride-share hubs launch 
next month, officials hope the 
presence of popular food trucks 
parked there will help attract rev- 
elers to the designated places to 
hail an Uber or Lyft. 

If the City Council greenlights 
the expanded policy next week, 
the trucks would be able to park 
in certain metered spots near the 
hubs and Lake Eola, providing 


diverse new lunch, dinner and 
late-night options downtown. 

Chief City Planner Jason Bur- 
ton said the changes would 
launch in concert with the hubs 
while also improving Orlando asa 
market for food trucks, which the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce hai- 
led as a top-3 destination for the 
vendors in a 2017 study. 

“Food trucks ... are an indicator 
of your innovation and your 
openness to entrepreneurship,” 
Burton said. “The hope is that as 
trucks become successful, we 
really grow our foodie scene.”

In wake of UCF scandal, 
state Senate joins House 
to place new rules on 
university construction

TALLAHASSEE - The Uni- 
versity of Central Florida and other 
schools throughout the state are a 
major step closer to facing new 
construction rules after the Senate 
moved Thursday to join a House 
effort to crack down on spending 
in the aftermath of the UCF Trevor 
Colbourn Hall scandal. 

With little discussion, a Senate 
panel rewrote a bill (SB 190) to 
include parts of a House measure 
that would impose stricter rules 
for the State University System 
Board of Governors to evaluate 
new construction projects and re- 
quire the board to set up a training 
program for trustees of schools on 
state laws regarding such projects. 

Sen. Kelli Stargel, R-Lakeland, 
is sponsoring the bill and included 
pieces of the House bill in her 
measure. The move is a reversal of 
what she and other Senate leaders 
said previously in the session, 
downplaying the House’s push 
and asserting the UCF scandal 
didn’t warrant massive changes. 

“I don’t think we have rampant 
abuses in the way our universities 
have been spending,” Stargel told 
the News Service of Florida last 
month. “What happened at UCF is 
not as if they were using these 
funds to send [officials] to Tahiti 
or something.”

Reverses recent ruling, 
retains Orange County 
partisan elections

In an unusual move, a reconfig- 
ured Florida Supreme Court re- 
versed a high-court ruling from 
just three months ago that means 
partisan elections will remain in 
place for Orange County sheriff 
and five other constitutional offi- 
cers after all. 

But the ruling kept in place a 
provision instituting term limits 
on the officials that was part of the 
same voter-approved 2014 mea- 
sure. 

The decision, announced 
Thursday, means that in addition 
to sheriff hopefuls, candidates for 
clerk of courts, comptroller, prop- 
erty appraiser, supervisor of elec- 
tions and tax collector will appear 
on the ballot with their party affili- 
ation as they always have. 

“We are back to business as 
usual,” said Nick Shannin, attor- 
ney for Supervisor of Elections 
Bill Cowles.
